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Salinas Council Studies 


By-Law Amendments; Change |LETTER TO MEN IN SERVICE 


In Executive Board Asked 


Four major changes in the constitutio nand by-laws of 
the Monterey County Central Labor Union at Salinas 
were asked by the council’s executive board last week fol- 
lowing long study of the code and determination of more 
efficient handling of problems now restricted by the 


by-laws. 

Most important change asked is 
the extension of the executive 
board, now set at seven, members, 
to a larger group with one repre- 
sentative from each of the affili- 
ated unions. mt 

Other changes suggested call for 
@limination of the “honorary mem- 
bership” provision, elimination of 
the law covering referral.of any 
council donations to local unions 
for approval, and provision for pay- 
ing expenses of committtee mem- 
bers. 3 
HERE ARE CHANGES 

Specifically the recommended 
changes, 
two more council meetings before 
adoption, are: 

1. To strike out Section 3, Article 
IV (honorary membership). The 
executive board holds that this pro- 
vision is umnecessary as any paid 
up AFL union member is entitled 
to sit in at council meetings. 

2.To strike out Section 3, Article 
XI (union referendum on council 
donations). The board holds this 
provision unnecessary as delegates 
from unions should have authority 
to handle council funds. 

3. New Section 3, Article XI (sub- 
stituting for stricken measure), to 
read: “Any member of a commit- 
tee, serving on a committee which 
may necessarily ‘incur expenses, 
shall submit a bill to the council 
for such expense.” 

4.Amend Section 1, Article V 
(officers) to provide that the Ex- 
ecutive and Arbitration Committee 
shall “consist: of one (1). member 
from each local union affiliated 
with the council.” 

TO OBSERVE RULINGS 

Labor council delegates interest- 
ed in further information on ‘the 
proposed amendments should con- 
tact Secretary W.G. Kenyon of the 
council for details. 

The executive board has further 
recommended that new copies of 
the by-laws be printed and that the 
council comply with the official by- 
laws in all proceedings.

Following is the April newslet- 
ter of Butchers Union 506, the let- 
ter sent to all members in the 
armed. services. throughout the 
world, reprinted here for benefit 
of. members working on the home 
production front: 

April 12th, 1944. 
Greetings from the Gals and 
Boys of Local 506: 

It is supposed to be Spring in 
good old California, but we are 
still wearing our red flannels and 
overcoats. Even the weather has 
changed, being as. uncertain as 
everything else, and there being 
so much smudge in the air, San 
Jose looked like the description of 
the fog in England, without the 
mist. But, believe it or not, we 
are not complaining. Walnut 
groves have been hit hard and the 
cots, about 50 per cent. 


We are meeting tonight in San 
Jose, and are initiating 5 new 
members. Arthur Johnson, who is 
opposing Jack Anderson for Con- 
gress, is making a speech. Now 
there is a man, whom we are 
backing, as he is a real friend of 
Labor, having served 19 years in 
the State Department of Indus- 
trial Relations and has written 
over 100 California laws, mostly 
Labor Laws that favor the work- 
ing people. 

There have been some very nice 
meetings in the Southern, Terri- 
tory this month, and in Salinas, 
we started a Fund to purchase an 
artificial limb for Brother Farr, 
who had his leg amputated. Pete 
has had this bad leg for a number 
of years, and we are selling tick- 
ets on two $25 War Bonds, the 
proceeds to go to this cause. 

Alex Richards passed away and 
Local 506 took care of the funeral 
as he had no known relatives and 
it was taken care of very nicely 
with the boys of the ‘Salinas 
Dressed: Beef Company acting as 
pallbearers. ° 

Monterey has become one of the 
largest Branch Locals in 506, and 
are really going to town in mem- 
bership. Some of our members 
have opened their own markets. 
Vinings Market in Carmel, owned 
by Peterson Brothers, was closed 
for 15 days by the OPA. 

Watsonville has lost quite a 
number of members, but they are 
on the increase again.

Would seem like old 
times, wouldn’t it. Guess I told 
you that we have dragged in ab 
the old-timers and put them to 


work and now it’s a case of rob-, 


bing the cradle, boys 14, 15, 16 and. 
17.

Jack Brown left the Golden 
State Meat Company, and is now 
with Joe Hall and Ervin Wels. 
I am sure you all know Jack, the 
Irishman who sings Irish songs in 
a Chinese Restaurant, accompanied 
by a Hawaiian Orchestra.

MONTEREY TRADES COUNCIL 
OPPOSES CONCENTRATION 
4OF PRISONERS IN STATE 


In a resolution adopted last week. the Monterey 
County Building & Construction Trades Council. voted 
to oppose concentration of prisoners of war in Califor- 
nia, citing dangers through sabotage by: escaping pris- 


oners. 


The resolution, self-explanatory, is as follows: 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, high ranking offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy have 
repeatedly warned that the State 
of California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington continue to be in danger of 
enemy bombing attacks, and 

WHEREAS, California annually 
suffers from fires which take a 
heavy toll of property and human 
lives notwithstanding that millions 
of dollars are spent by our citi- 
zens for fire protection; and 

WHEREAS, devastating fires 
occur each year in California’s 
vast forest reserves and destroys 
millions of dollars in property, 
and 

WHEREAS, California’s exten- 
sive grain fields and tremendous 


‘oil industry which includes thou- 
sands of oil wells, huge refineries, 


extensive tank storage system and 
many miles of gas and oil pipe 
line, all present most fire hazards; 
and 

WHEREAS, California’s many 
cities built principally of inflam- 
mable wood; her hundreds of vital 
industries manufacturing war ma- 
terials; her electric system with 
their miles of high power trans- 
mission lines; her long aqueducts 
and her railway systems now car- 
rying thousands of troops and mil- 
lions of tons of urgently needed 
war material, are all particularly 
vulnerable to destruction by es- 
caped prisoners of war who can

WHEREAS, it is obvious that if 
German prisoners of war who may 
be domiciled ig California, escape 
that they can cause terrific losses, 
particularly by starting fires in 
any of the hundreds of easily ac- 
cessible places in California, and 

WHEREAS, it is obvious that 
National safety can best be _ in- 
sured by concentration prisoners 
of war in the interior sections of 
the United Stdtes; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that we hereby 
protest against the proposal to 
concentrate prisoners of war in 
camps in California; and be _ it 
further : 

RESOLVED, that copies of these 
resolutions be forwarded to the 
President of the United States, the 
Governor of the State of Califor- 
nia, the Secretary of War, our 
‘Senators and Congressmen, the 
American Federation of Labor, 
and the press.

This decision has been reached by the publish- 
ers on account of the extraordinary situation that con-

That is precisely what we are 
going to do during the next six months. In this way we 
will learn from experience what will happen to us in 
the exercise of such a policy. We have always wished 
we could adopt such a policy but never before has 
labor taken enough interest in a political campaign to 
warrant us in making the considerable sacrifice in 


- income that such a policy 


necessarily entails. We are 


doing it now to give the unions an opportunity to use 
this paper in the crucial conflict just ahead of us.with- 
out being embarrassed by the presence of paid adver- 
tisements that champion the other side. We cannot do 
this before the May 16 primary because of previous’ 


contracts. 


Often, we have been asked: “Why not refuse the 
advertisements of our enemies and just run those of. 
our friends?” The answer is that any newspaper, 
which did that, would not be entitled to second class 
mailing privileges under the rulings now in force 
under our existing postal Jaws and regulations. If we 
accept the political adveftisements of our friends, we. 
must also do likewise for our enemies. Hence what 
we have always done is to mark all political advertise- 


ments as “Paid Political Advertisements,” and have 
again and agajn, in our masthead and otherwise 


pointed out that nothing appearing in advertisements 
in this paper or in signed communications in any way 


reflects the editorial policy.of this eepst. a ;

Cloture rule is the one weapon that will defeat the 
filibuster. It is the one way to end the talk, talk, talk 
with which the poll tax Senators will try to keep the 
ani-poll tax bill from coming to a vote in the Senate 


this month. 


How is a filibuster possible? It is possible because in 
the Senate debate is unlimited. In the House of Repre- 


sentatives, a time limit is placed on the number of min- 
utes a member may speak. For example, when‘the anti-poll tax bill was 
up in the House of Representatives last May, each side was allowed two 
hours to debate. ‘Then the bill was voted on and passed 265-110. 

In the Senate, any Senator can speak as long as he wishes. Further- 
more, the -decision to vote on a bill is by “unanimous consent.” One 
Senator, or a small group of Senators, can talk indefinitely for days and 
weeks, until the end of a session or until the Senate votes to take up 


other legislation. 


The only means the Senate has to prevent such undemocratic obstrue- 
tion by a minority is the cloture rule. There is no other way in which ® 
bill can be brought up to a vote. Only cloture can break the stalemate 


when a minority delays action. 


Unless the cloture motion is approved by two-thirds of the Senators, it 
is impossible for the Senate to vote on the bill. Therefore, me who 


is voting against cloture—that is, against closing debate on t&

That the responsible employers 
in the State of California and 
management recognize the need 
of maintaining an _ unassailable 
united front is eloquently and in- 
spiringly evidenced by the action 
taken by the State Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr. Preston Hotchkis, president 
of the California State Chamber 
of Commerce, has been reported 
to have said, “This action follows 
an exhaustive discussion of the 
propdsal by“ the “chamber’s “board 
meeting in Los Angeles.” : 

“In the interest of national 
unity,” Mr. Hotehkis continued, 
“the uninterrupted prosecution of 
the war and the maintenance of 
our vital production schedules at 
this time of crisis, and because we 
feel that the proposed amendment 
if adopted will cause rather than 
allay confusion and controversy, 
we are opposed to the initiative 
proposal entitled ‘Right of Em- 
ployment.’ ” 

We believe that the issue is 
squarely stated here, as will every 
constructive-minded citizen who 
places the war effort above any 
and all other interests. It is to be 
hoped that the rallying of man- 
agement against this measure may 
be sufficiently impressive to dis- 
courage the present circulators of 
the petition from proceeding with 
their dangerous and unity-splitting 
campaign,

Thousand Pastors 
Join In Attacking 
Proposed Austin 
Labor Draft Bill 


New York City 
In a statement to Congress made 
public recently, 1184 clergymen 


and religious leaders — Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish — from every \ 


state in the nation went on record 
in opposition to the Austin Wads- 
worth labor conscription bill. The 
statement was released by the 
Free Labor Committee of the 
Workers Defense League. Co- . 
chairmen of the Committee, are * 
Sam B. Eubanks, vice-president, 
American Newspaper Guild,. and 
Sal B. Hoffman, president of the 
Upholsterers’. International Union. 
James G. Patton, president of the 
National Farmers Union is Hon- 
orary Chairman. 

Expressing a “deep concern lest 
in the midst of a war being fought 
by America to guarantee the four 
freedoms, developments in Ameri- 
ca itself may impair one or more 
of these freedoms,” the signers 
condemn the’ proposed bill as em- ° 
bodying a “serious threat to the 
religious concept-of human life.” “ 

The clergymen base their ob- 
jection to the bill on the grounds. 
that such legislation is unneces- 
sary; that it embodies many in- 
justices; that it would establish a 
dangerous precedent, and that it 
would endanger the American 
home.

THE FIZZLE OF GONGRESS. 


When Presideft Roosevelt. came out recently. for a 
national service act he made his: request for this. drastic 
legislation conditional on acceptance of the other four 
points in his program. Congress has stubbornly refused 
to confiscate excess profits, provide for adequate means 
to roll back living costs, adopt a realistic and equitable 
tax program or put into operation many other win-the- 
war measures long ago urged: by the President. Judging 
by its record thus far, Congress will not adopt the other 
conditional parts of the program—consequently there 
will not be a natignal service act, for it is doubtful if 
even. our many“misrepresentatives in Congress would 
have the effrontery to confine their efforts to enforced 
labor for the enrichment of the private profiteers. 

Right after Pearl Harbor this country could have 
adopted a program of “equalitarian sacrifice” for total 
war mobilization. This would. have included the ban- 
ning of excess profits, the freezing of prices. Had this 
been done Labor would have tolerated a wage freeze, 
provided fair adjustments: had been. made for the under- 
privileged one-third who were existing on a pittance. If 
all war industries had been taken over by the govern- 
ment for the duration, then it would have been constitu- 
tional to draft civilians for work in such key plants. And 
there would have been no objection because drafted 
labor jn government-operated industry would then have 
been on the same basis.as drafted soldiers in the army or 
navy. With such a set-up everybody could have concen- 
trated~(like any soldier in the ranks) on the job: of win- 
ning the war as quickly as possible. 

But what happened? Big industry went! on strike— 
holding out for bigger profits on war contracts and. de- 
manding fat bonuses. for “conversion”. Many corpora-

It would be a violation of the 
Act for a union to make any con- 
tribution to any candidate run- 
ning for any of the offices men- 
tioned: in the Act, or to. any com- 
mittee acting for, on behalf or in 
the interest of such candidate. The 
above provisions are not ap- 
plicable, however, to a State or 
local election or to any contribu- 
tion’ which a union might see fit 
to. make to a candidate running 
for an office: other than those 
specified in: Section 9; even though :

The provisions contained: in Sec- 
tion 9 of the. War Labor Disputes 
Act: against making a. political.con- 
tribution do not restrict a union 
in its _right to.spend money for the 
purpose. of advancing its own 
legitimate objectives. and the wel- 
fare: of its own members. by es- 
pousing the cause. of candidates 
running for any of the offices 
mentioned. in. Section 9. Such ex- 
penditure, however, must be with- 
out any. agreement or arrange- 
ment with any candidate or com- 
mittee, acting for, on behalf or in 
the interest of such candidate. Ac- 
cordingly, a union may endorse 
candidates. and explain to its mem- 
bers. and the general public at 
large its. reasons for backing a 
candidate: 

“EDUCATION” 0O.K. 

Since a union may spend its own 
money, it follows logically that 
groups. of unions may form asso- 
ciations, committees, or federa- 
tions for the purpose of more ef- 
‘fectively advancing the general 
interest of their membership, and, 
such committees may likewise 
‘spend their own monies in the 
same manner as individual unions. 
Such association, federation or 
committee, however, should not pe 
organized’ for the purpose of ad- 
vancing the candidacy of. one or 
more. candidates, but rather for 
the purpose of promoting the 
broad aims of labor and’ to enable 
such organizations to more effec- 
tively promote. the general inter-

CITES: ENGLISH CONDITIONS 

Umhey first considered the case 
of Great Britain, where he said 
wages are not frozen and where 
unions: have “reserved’ the: right: to 
ask for increases when necessary.” 

From the beginning: of the war 
until January, 1944, he said, hourly 
wage rates in. Britain: have in- 
creased: between: 38 and 39 per cent 
over pre-war levels and total earn- 
ings» much more: than that. By 
January, 1943, he explained, aver- 
age weekly. earnings. were: 65. per 
cent: over their pre-war levels, 
while: the cost of living index was 
up, only 28 per cent. from Septem- 
ber, 1939 to January, 1944. 

Umhey said that stabilization in 
Britain is centered not so much in 
wage control, as in, the cost-of- 
living, rationing and, increased 
taxation (all points in President 
Roosevelt’s program that have not 
been: lived up to by. congressional 
enforcement), 

As to taxes, Umhey said rates 
are graded up sharply in the 
higher brackets. A person with an 
income of between $1000 and. $2000 
retains 85 per cent of it after tax- 
ation, while a person with an in- 
come of $40,000 and oyer retains 
only 80 per cent after taxation. 
WAGE PARITY DEMANDED 

The ILGWU executive said the 
AFL. wants.a.continuigg guarantee 
of parity—a. mechanism for auto- 
mati¢ future increases in propor- 
tion to_any increases in living costs. 

By application of this plan over 
the whole nation, he said, this 
would discourage action by any 
presstire group.

AFL Sec. Treas. George Meany 
and CIO Vice-Pres.
